In  the  interest  of  our  customers  we  do  not  list  our  peonies  at  this  time, 
although  we  have  a line  lot  of  choice  varieties  growing  in  our  flelds.  Peonies 
start  active  growth  so  early  in  the  spring  that  it  is  very  difficult  to  dig,  pack  and 
ship  them  without  in]ury.  If  moved  now,  growth  and  development  will  be 
checked  for  a year.  September  is  the  proper  time  to  transplant  them.  If,  how- 
ever, it  is  imperative  that  vacancies  in  the  garden  be  filled,  we  will  fill  orders  for 
them  if  received  before  active  growth  begins.  Varieties  may  be  selected  frana 
our  fall  catalogue  of  1916.
